Investigation of ice prices by Health 
Commissioner John Dill Robertson’s 


committee on food is one of the first

Yesterday one of the best known 
restaurant men in Chicago made the 
flat charge that there exists among the 
ice dealers of Chicago a combination 
to fix prices, irrespective of profit. 

“I am paying $6 a ton for my ice,” 
said the restaurant man. “ Four years 
ago this same ice cost $2.25 a ton. It 


had been at that price for fifteen. 


years. Then the ice began to go up. 

Last year it was $5 a ton, and the 
increase of an additional dollar came | 
this year. 


Says Combine Is Feared. 


“Now, I buy 
year and my ice costs me around $700 
a month. Up until two years ago, 
when the time for expiration of my 
contract came around, there were half 
a dozen ice men bidding for the new 
contract. For the last two years there 
has been no bidding. We restaurant 
men have known that there is a com- 

. bination among the ice dealers to fix 
their prices at a uniform one for some 
time, but we must have the ice and 
we are powerless to take any steps to 
break up the trust, 

“There isn’t an ice man in Chicago 
today who is not in the combine or 
who, through fear of the combine’s 
power, dares to sell at a rate at which 
he could make profit—if his profit rate 
is less than that of the combination.”

[2] “Gold eye” is the common name 
for toothed herrings or moon-eyes. There 
are two sp-cies.in northern waters, called | 
the toothed . and the moon-eye. 
They are beautiful fish and very. gamy 
when taken on a fly, as they are good 
leapers; also caught on grasshoppers, spin- 
ners, and grubs. We have taken them 
on both fly and bait, and can vouch for | 
their figh ability. They are good to 
eat, but . soft quickly. In central 
Canada they are considered valuable game 
fishes, but in the great lakes region they 
are not caught in sufficient quantities to 
get serious attention. [3] They are found 
in’ the Mississippi valley, the great lakes, 
and throughout Canada as far north as 
the Assiniboine river. There is also a 
‘ southern species, but we are not familiar - 
with it.

jurious inse¢t pest yet introduc8d- into 
this country. Gardeners, as’ well as 


,| farmers, have begun to think that life 
is one insect pest after another. Just 


about the time they have learned how 
to combat all the plant parasites in the 


| United States and lean back to take 


things easy somebody manages td im- 
Port a few new varieties. 

Warning has been sent out to farm- 
ers that this pest is present in the east- 


stown. Unless.immediate and effective 
measures are taken to exterminate this 
pest it seriously threatens the future 
of America’s greatest cereal crop. Al- 
ready it is known to exist in an area 
of 600 square miles in Massachusetts 
and 400 square miles in New York. It 
is destroying corn wherever it goes 
and its rapid apyead. to the entire coun- 
is possible. 


It favors no variety, 
on parts of the corn plant, except the 
‘by the 
larve or borers. Their t damaging 
work is done in the stalk and ears, 
which they practically or totally. de- 
stroy. They usually enter the upper 
end of the stalk, near the base of. the 
tassel, and tunnel through all parts 
of the stalk. The tassel breaks over 
before maturing, and much of the pol- 
len is lost 4nd grains fail to form nor- 
mally on the ears. These broken tas- 
sels, with outpourings of sawdust ma- 
terial, are sure signs that the European 
corn borer is getting in its deadly 
work. 
‘The bore# may enter other parts of 


| the plant, and several borers frequent- 


ly work in the same stalk, reducing it 
to a mere shell. The stalk is weakened 
and eventually breaks and the ear 
fails to Gevelits.

The mayor, it is understood, 
will name the nine members of the 
new commission in the near future, al- 
though he feels that the commission. 
will be able to do little more than col- 
lect data and give publicity to price 
fixers and hoarders. 

The mayor urged the people of Chi- 
cago and the city council to appeal to
